Due the apparent increase bank burglaries and holdups 
the Middle West, these attacks being principally made against 
small town bankers, find necessary warn our members 
use due precaution protect their premises from such attacks. 

Reports are being received regularly showing that attempts 
have been made burn the vault doors various member 
banks and considerable losses have resulted due the rifling 
safety deposit boxes and the removing securities belonging 
the banks’ customers. 

These attacks, general rule, are made towns where the 
only protection isa night watchman. The only method offset 
such attacks for the bank detail one their trusted 
employees remain the premises throughout the night. 

not recommend any particular safety device but would 
suggest that such device installed that the neighborhood 
surrounding the bank could aroused the event attack, 
and thereby aid the police causing the apprehension the 
people attacking the institution. Particulars relative such 
devices can obtained from the insurance company carrying 
your policy.

July 11, 1922, while 
one our detective Kansas City representatives was 
Chillicothe, Mo., secured clue which believed would 
enable him effect the arrest Doosing. The California 
authorities were immediately requested 
Chillicothe authorities arrest this man, and July 
our agents’ Kansas City representative located Doosing 
Mo., and effected his arrest. Doosing was taken 
Chillicothe, where was lodged the awaiting the 
arrival California officer return him that state.

Drake was shot 
the foot, but succeeded jumping from window the 
bank. was successful running some distance from the 
bank and hid the brush, where was surrounded 
posse and surrendered. later pleaded guilty the bank’s 
charge and the sentence received given elsewhere this 
issue. 

EDIN, alias Barr, caused member bank Sui- 
sun, Calif., sustain loss worthless check small 
amount. This man was also successful defrauding numerous 
merchants the coast means his worthless checks. 
was recently arrested Bremerton, Wash., 
authorities and now awaiting trial Tacoma, 
the charge local merchant. 


EVINS recently defrauded member bank 
Okemah, Okla., disposing mortgaged property. The mat- 
ter was reported our detective agents’ Kansas City repre- 
sentatives and Evins was traced Albertsville, Ala., where 
was located one our detective agents’ Memphis repre- 
sentatives July 1922. has since been returned 
Okemah for prosecution. 


HARRY FACARAS defrauded member bank 
burg, Va., means forged check. arrest was 
effected Corning, Y., June 23, 1922, our detective 
agents’ Buffalo representatives. has been returned 
Wellsburg tor trial. 


JIM FARRIS, alias John Polatos, recently defrauded 
member bank Kansas City, Mo., forging the signature 
depositor several checks, which negotiated. Our de- 
tective agents were immediately notified and July 19, 1922, 
assisted the local police department, they arrested Farris, 
who present jail awaiting trial. 


GEORGE GARRETT. During the night June 26, 1922, 
member bank Cragford, Ala., was entered and attempt 
made break into the safe.

Upon receipt notification the American Bankers 
Association, Five Nassau Street, New York City, the near- 
est office the William Burns International Detective 
Agency, 


holdup burglary, the successful perpetration 
fraud crime forgery, check-raising, swindle 
sneak theft upon member the Association, 
its banking rooms rooms such branches 
are members; 


Cases holdup, burglary, other crimes vio- 
lence involving physical injury to, death of, 
jeopardizing the life of, any officer employee 
while engaged pursuit the member busi- 
ness whether inside outside the bank; 


the Committee will once use its best efforts apprehend 
the criminals regardless the amount involved whether 
the perpetrator the crime professional amateur. 
action, however, will taken unless notice given 
within ten (10) days after the crime has been discovered. 
case once committed the Association cannot taken 
out its hands nor the offense condoned compromised. 


Rule No. 1—A does not apply: 

(a) Where the member protected 
regardless whether not the indorser finan- 
cially able reimburse the bank. 

(b) Where the member does not itself sustain loss. 

(c) Where there mysterious disappearance (1) 
money securities, from the bank not pre- 
sumptively attributable sneak theft (2) 
the contents safe deposit boxes. 

(d) Where member has been defrauded permitting 
withdrawals against items before returns have been 
received. 

(e) Where the fraud crime has been committed 
officer employee the member either alone 
collusion with others inside outside. 

(f) Where evident that the bank guilty con- 
tributory negligence. 


reporting cases the member agrees swear out 
warrant for the criminal concerned when his identity has been 
determined; John Doe warrant once states where 
permitted. 

The Committee insists that the member take with 
the state, county local authorities and arrange for the 
extradition and the payment expense incident the return 


prisoner. The Committee will not pay extradition ex- 
penses witness fees, and will not responsible for any 
expense incurred for protective work attorneys’ fees which 
has not been previously authorized. 

for any reason whatsoever prosecution takes place 
when the member legal position aid the prosecution, 
and fails so, case found that any the excep- 
tions, (a) (f) inclusive, apply, such member shall reim- 
burse the Association for all expenses connection 
with the case reported.

Quite recently individual using the 
name King opened account Kansas City, Mo., 
member bank with check drawn the Tower Grove Bank 
St. Louis, Mo. gave his address the Baltimore Hotel 
and claimed agent the Yagna Mining Co. 
reference gave Lee the Lee Mercantile Co. With 
him was his alleged secretary known Williams. After 
opening the account permitted several days elapse and 
then sent his alleged secretary obtain funds against the 
account. When the bank refused King called the bank 
and was rather “put out” over the refusal the bank honor 
his check. once withdrew $40 which had used 
his initial deposit.

Clever Swindler. 

HENRY MONET. For the past month and half our 
detective agents have been actively engaged lining very 
clever swindler and Saturday, August 19, through the aid 
the Newark, J., police, who cooperated highly 
efficient manner, they were successful causing the apprehen- 
sion Monet, who now being held Newark awaiting trial 
local charge. Detainer warrants covering the New York 
charges will lodged against him.

dangerous and would advise him that did his banking 
with certain institution. Having this information his 
possession Monet would then secure check the bank 
question, filling out the amount ten fifteen thousand 
dollars. then sent into the bank small messenger 
boy with request that same certified. having the 
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check certified would send this same messenger boy 
brokerage house. Preceding the call the boy would tele- 
phone the brokerage house and advise that was sending 
his office boy them with certified check, naming the amount 


the check, and requesting that they turn over him its 
equivalent Liberty Bonds. tried this several occa- 
sions, was successful one, and finally slipped the 
Newark attempt and walked into trap arranged for him 
the Newark police and our detective agents. Following 


his arrest was ascertained that had served sentence for 
similar offense New York State. 


BANDITS APPREHENDED 


Through the activities Iowa State Agent Yackey 
and other officials working with him, they have caused the 
all Council Bluffs, Iowa, who have confessed the holding 
member bank Pisgah, Iowa.

Cole will 
returned Orange for trial. 

GUNN defrauded member bank Fort Worth, 
Texas, through securing funds check bearing forged 
indorsement. The Dallas representatives our detective 
agents were requested make investigation and taking 
this matter located Gunn Waco, Texas, where, July

Counterfeiting money not lost art, but has degen- 
erated greatly recent years, due, believed, the fact 
that the counterfeiter longer deems necessary employ 
the old method hand-engraving his product, but has sub- 
stituted therefor the photo-mechanical processes today. 

These modern processes, course, not approximate 
detail deceptiveness the old method, but has 
become recognized that the public easily deceived and will 
legal tender almost anything that resembles currency. 

There are two reasons for this: ignorance and carelessness. 
Ignorance not employed the common acceptation the 
word, but rather the failure the average person, and often 
the money handler, sufficiently study the product the 
government’s bureau engraving and printing discrimi- 
nate between the true and the false. 

well known that the only way determine what 
counterfeit false know what genuine and true. 
therefore behooves all us, particularly tellers and other 
employees banking institutions, carefully study the char- 
acteristics and skilled workmanship our currency. 

Coincident with the lowering the standard counterfeit 
notes, the raised note being perfected. has 
been constantly increasing industry the last four five 
years, and this could not possible more care were exer- 
cised and closer study made our currency. 

Federal Reserve notes and Federal Reserve bank notes con- 
stitute great percentage paper currency circulation. 
The general designs the different denominations this cur- 
rency are similar that when the denominational characters 


are all expertly changed the average person (as well 
many our bank tellers) deceived. 

are too apt accept bill tendered change paid 
over the counter for the amount represented the figures 
the corners, ignoring altogether the portrait the well known 
and famous man history intended the dominant charac- 
teristic the design. 

few instances these portraits have been changed 
the note-raiser, but this has not been accomplished with any 
degree skill. campaign, having for its object the 
memorizing the portraits used the different denomina- 
tions Federal Reserve notes and currency, were persisted in, 
note-raising would practically become lost art.

This man inserts advertisement newspaper for 
female secretary, bookkeeper cashier, stating that high 
salary will paid person who can handle the position 
satisfactorily. course, receives several answers and 
engages several applicants, none knowing that others have 
been employed. then requests each deposit her 
bank for cashier’s draft, which claims 
have received from the firm represents and for which

amounts ranging from $1,000 $4,000. day 
later gives each his employees another cashier’s draft 
the same form the first one, but amounts between 
$150 and $350, and asks them have these-drafts cashed 
their banks, needs the money for expenses incident 
the opening his office and has not yet established 
banking connections. tells each employee that they are 
report for duty when advises them that the office has been 
furnished. some instances this man has actually made 
arrangements for the rental suite offices. 

his latest operations Ackley has used bogus cashier’s 
drafts purporting have been issued the First National 
Bank, Dalton, Ga., drawn the Chase National Bank, New 
York, Y., but has used several other forms ostensibly 
issued and drawn different banks, and may change 
again any time. 

There one outstanding point about this man’s opera- 
tions—the bogus cashier’s drafts are always made payable 
the name the female depositor whom has employed, 
and his name does not appear them all. 

Louis Ackley has served terms the Massachusetts 
and Ohio state penitentiaries. escaped from the Ohio 
state penitentiary August 31, 1921 and badly wanted 
that institution. Any information relative this man 
should immediately communicated the nearest office 
our detective agents, wire their expense necessary.

The 
blame lies with one but the public which furnishes the 
fictitious check operator and forger the opportunity for the 
best means yet devised for obtaining funds with ‘the least 
effort and the greatest immunity from punishment. 

From the above figures can readily realized that the 
presumably conservative bankers and level-headed business 
men this and other states are simply appropriating mil- 
lions dollars-every year toward easy living for thou- 
sands who use fictitious checks drafts means keep 
their pockets filled. 

The business man when asked why accepts checks with- 
out verification usually says, “Well, the man came into 
store, purchased few groceries and presented 
greater than the price his purchase, said was working 
the neighborhood and that this was his pay check and 
the only means had paying for his purchase. The 
check most instances small and although the customer 
looked doubtful, took chance because did not want 
lose the business.”

KANSAS CITY MESSENGER HOLDUP 
MEN ARRESTED 


Our Detective Agents and Local Authorities Clear 
$97,000 Crime. 


December 12, 1922, 1:30 m., five messengers from 
the Drovers National Bank, Kansas City, Mo., went across 
the street the Branch Post Office the Live Stock Ex- 
change Building transfer $100,000 which had been de- 
livered for them that place the Federal Reserve Bank 
Kansas City. The money was about equally divided 
among the messengers, who were accompanied special 
officer. they started leave the building their return 
the bank with the money, two men approached them from 
the rear disarming the special the same time 
two other bandits who were the lobby demanded that the 
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messengers drop the money and throw their hands. Mr. 
Thomas Henry, Credit Manager the bank, instead 
complying with the command, pushed his way into the 
office commission firm nearby and attempted toss the 
money bag over into private office. One the bandits 
followed him and fired point blank into Mr. Henry’s 
back, wounding him severely. then picked the satchel 
which Mr. Henry had dropped and with his companions 
backed out the lobby, leaped into large Marmon car 
which was waiting nearby with the engine running and 
man the wheel and all drove rapidly away. 

Our detective agents’ Kansas City representatives im- 
mediately took the case and after following out various 
clues ascertained that the crime was committed local 
characters assisted men from St. Louis and Chicago. 

Two members the gang, accompanied their alleged 
wives, were traced New Orleans, La. The check numbers 
their baggage was secured, and all data immediately tele- 
graphed our detective agents’ New Orleans representatives 
who co-operated with New Orleans city detectives, and ar- 
rested JAMES CAVERTY, alias Murphy, and 
CHARLES HARRIS, alias George Wilson, alias George 
Williams, alias Floyd Forshay, these two men with their 
wives having been located the St. Charles Hotel our 
agents. Approximately $8,500 the stolen money was re- 
covered and attachments were placed new automobile 
and some diamond rings which were the possession 
Caverty and Harris and their wives.

Acting information supplied them their Kansas 
City representatives, our agents’ St. Louis representatives 
located man named WESLEY GIBBONS. was learned 
that Gibbons was associating with one WILLIAM Mc- 
CRAY and information secured Kansas City tended im- 
plicate McCray also the holdup. Gibbons and McCray were 
placed under arrest January 21, 1923. All the above 
named individuals have been returned Kansas City and iden- 
tified. the present time there believed only one 
the holdup men large. His identity known and our de- 
tective agents are endeavoring locate him. 


ELMER COLE, alias Carl Johnson, alias George 
liams, alias Edwin Seaman, caused member bank New- 
port, Wash., sustain loss forged check. Our de- 
tective agents’ Portland representatives were successful 
locating Cole Portland January 1922, and effected 
his arrest. confessed the Newport operation and also 
admitted attempting defraud member bank Portland 
worthless draft. 


COLLADAY. During the latter part December 
this man deposited member bank Cleveland, Ohio, 
certified check the amount $26,148.58, drawn De- 
troit member bank. attempted make small 
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withdrawal the time the deposit which was refused. 
During the following week again called the bank and 
the check deposited had apparently been paid the De- 
troit bank was allowed draw $100 cash. few days 
later Colladay again appeared the bank and asked with- 
draw $24,000. This aroused the bank’s suspicion and Colla- 
day was requested return the following day for his money. 
The Cleveland bank then communicated with the Detroit 
bank and was ascertained that the check question had 
been raised from $48.58 $26,148.58. When Colladay ap- 
peared the bank January 1923, was detained and 
the local police notified, with the result that Colladay now 
awaiting trial Cleveland forgery charge. 


LOUIS DITTRICH victimized member bank St. 
Louis, Mo., series forged checks. was arrested’ 
the local police department with which our detective 
agents’ St. Louis representatives co-operated November 
1922. later pleaded guilty and the disposition his case 
given elsewhere this issue. 


JOHN PHILLIPS FOLEY, and CHARLES JORDAN, 
held member bank San Acacio, Colo., November 
29, 1922. Both were arrested the local authorities short 
time afterwards. Practically all the money secured during 
the holdup was recovered. Foley and Jordan have been con- 
victed and the disposition their cases given elsewhere 
this issue. 


LEE FREEMAN, alias Joseph DeVoe, defrauded’ 
member bank Minneapolis, Minn., during December, 
1920. During April, 1922, victimized hotel New Or- 
leans, La., worthless check bearing forged indorsement. 
December 14, 1922, attempted secure cash 
member bank Kansas City, Mo., worthless check 
which had for the indorsement responsible local citi- 
was apprehended shortly after the Kansas City 
Police Department and held awaiting trial. 


ELMER GUILDS. member bank Elkland, Pa., was 
defrauded out large sum paying out forged checks 
early December. The criminal this case, Elmer Guilds, 
created confidence the bank some minor dealings prior 
committing the crime. Our detective agents’ Buffalo repre- 
sentatives were notified and effected Guilds’ arrest De- 
cember 16, 1922, Sodus Point, Y., from where was 
returned Elkland, Pa. pleaded guilty the charge 
against him and the sentence received given elsewhere 
this issue. 


ED. KRUGER victimized member bank Ely, Minn., 
through representing himself depositor St. Paul, 
Minn., bank and presenting that man’s pass book for col- 
lection. secured two small advances from the Ely bank 
before was ascertained that the pass book question had 
been stolen, the name the depositor forged, and that 
Kruger was imposter. Kruger has confessed and await- 
ing trial the bank’s charge. 


JACQUES LECTOR, negro, who defrauded San Fran- 
cisco, member bank small sum uttering 
forged check December 1922, was arrested the San 
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Francisco authorities information furnished our de- 
tective agents’ San Francisco representatives. Lector ad- 
mitted his guilt and second charge forgery was 
lodged against him. was found that had defrauded 
others the use forged checks and now awaiting 
The California Bankers Association prorated the ex- 
penses this investigation with this Association. 


RAY MILLER, alias Cecil Weaver, alias Anderson, 
was formerly employed firm Los Angeles, 
and had printed several checks similar the form used 
that firm. these forged the signatures and member 
bank sustained loss two the checks before was dis- 
covered that they were forgeries. Some checks cashed 
merchants, hotels, etc., were returned protested. During the 
latter part December, Miller decided change the form 
-of his checks and ordered some printed showing the name 
the firm the Martin Welding Company. There 
such firm existence and our detective agents’ Los 
Angeles representatives ascertained where these checks were 
being printed. When the operator called for same Decem- 
ber 30, 1922, was questioned one our agents’ repre- 
sentatives and other interested parties whereupon confessed 
having forged the checks question and admitted ordering 
checks printed the name the Martin Welding 
Company, although knew such firm exist- 
ence. was then placed under arrest and present 
awaiting trial. developed that Miller was arrested early 
1920 and served term the Ione Reform School 
charge preferred another Los 


WILLIAM MILLER, ERNEST MAXWELL, and 
MAXWELL. the month January 1923 
one member bank Portland, Ore., was victimized and 
attempt was made defraud another member bank there 
means worthless checks. Our detective agents’ Portland 
representatives made investigation which resulted their 
effecting the arrest William Miller this charge. 
Miller confessed the operations question and implicated 
Ernest Maxwell, his son-in-law. Our agents’ representatives 
then located and caused the arrest this man. ‘These two 
men were then questioned together and implicated Max- 
well, who was also placed under arrest.

send messengers the business houses customers 
receive money and paper for deposit and deliver money for 
payroll purposes. 

The organization certificate national bank must specific- 
ally state “the place where its operations discount and de- 
posit are carried on, designating the state, territory 
district and the particular county, city, town village” (U. 
Rev. Stat. Sec. 5134) and the requires that “the usual busi- 
ness each national banking association shall transacted 
office banking house located the place specified its 
organization certificate.” (United States Rev. Stat. Sec. 5190). 

Similarly the Bank Law New York requires that the or- 
ganization certificate bank must specifically state “the place 
where its business transacted” (Banking Law Sec. 100) 
and further provides that “no bank, any officer director 
thereof, shall transact its usual business banking any place 
other than its principal place business except that bank 
city which has population more than fifty thousand may 
open and occupy such city one more branch offices for the 
receipt and payment deposits and for making loans and dis- 
counts customers such respective branch offices only” with 
proviso requiring written approval the Bank Superintendent 
and making certain capital requirements “before any such branch 
branches shall opened occupied.” (Banking 
110). 

The receipt and payment deposits is, course, part the 
“usual business” bank. 

The Supreme Court the United States has held that this 
provision must reasonably construed. Merchants National 
Bank State National Bank, Wall, 604, the cashier one 
bank who bought gold from another, certified checks given 
payment the place business the selling The Su- 
preme Court said: “It objected that the checks were not 
certified the cashier his banking house. The provision 
the Act Congress the place business the banks 
created under must construed reasonably. The business 
every bank, away from its large and im- 
portant—is unavoidably done the proper place the cashier 
person, correspondence, other agents.” 

Deposits doubtless some instances, may legitimately paid 
away from the banking house; for instance where depositors 
distance request that their deposits forwarded money 
registered mail draft. Furthermore, the bulk deposits 
the larger cities are paid clearing houses the exchange 
checks, and not cash payment the counter the drawee. 

But would seem that the usual business receiving and 
paying deposits cash must, under the above statutory require- 
ments done the banking house and such receipt and pay- 
ment the place business the depositor would con- 
trary law.
